SANTIAGO, ‘Chile, Dec. 2.—The 
loss of: life caused by the earthquake 
which shook sections: of . Southern 
Chile :early yesterday morning will 
amount -to more than 100 in. the 
places which he has examined, ac- 
cording to a report compiled by the 
Minister of War, General .Blanche, 
who visited the stricken area. yéster- 
day. The Minister flew from here to 
Talca, where’ the violence of the 
earthquake was felt the most.. Un- 
official reports from various places 
that sufféred in the disaster put the 
death list in excess of 250. 

Two Americans, Pilot McMullen’ of 
the Curtiss Aeroplane. Company and 
M. Graham of the Chile Telephone 
Company, made the air trip to Talca, 
250 miles south of here to inspect the 
telephone installations’ and endeavor 
to re-establish service to Santiago 
and points north. Graham gave a 
vivid description .of the destruction 
when hé returned here. 

Information from other sections of 
the stricken area indicate that the 
property damage was considerable 
and the logs of life greater than was 
first .thought.

The crowd outside the palace was 
larger and more generally main- 
tained than on any previous day 
since the King’s illness was an- 
nounced. The weather was cold and 
glocmy with so little wind that a 
haze formed and deepened into a fog 
while the royal standard hung limply 
from:its mast above the palace front. 

Between 2,000 and 38,000 people 
waited to see yesterday morning’s 
bulletin posted, and so great was 
the pressure to read it that the 
police had to forma line-up. In the 
afternoon the crowd increased and 
at 4.0’clock there was almost 4,000 
in it. When. Queen Mary emerged 
for her usual afternoon drive men 
quietly raised their hats. 

As evening fell still more people 
gathered until they surrounded the 
whole. palace railings. A double 
line of motor cars was parked on 
Constitution Hill and there was a 
constant stream of private ‘¢ars and 
taxicabs which paused while their 
occupants. obtained the latest news. 

Meanwhile special prayers for the 
King’s recovery were being offered 
in churches -of all denominations 
throughout the country and, in fact, 
the whole British Empire.

Anxiety Undisguised_ at_ Palace. 

LONDON, Monday, Dec. 3 (®).— 
Undisguised anxiety for the life of 
King George prevailed at Bucking- 
ham Palace in the early hours today 
as the strain of his long sickness be- 
gan to menace the heart of the sov- 
ereign. Four eminent physicians re- 
mained. near the . royal — bedside 
throughout the greater part of the 
night studying the state of that vital 
organ and pooling all the resources 
of their medical skill in the fight to 
strengthen it against the long-con- 
tinuing attacks of the disease. 

The bulletin issued by the four 
shortly after midnight confirmed the 
earlier medical report that anxiety 
‘concern the strength of the heart 
persists, .This declared anxiety: ap- 
peared all the more darkly ominous 
to the watchful thro in front of 
the palace in view of the marked 
increase in personal attendance by 
the physicians in the sickroom. 

The usual evening consultation and 
bulletin was supplemented by an ad- 
ditional conference, which was 
ticipated in for the first time by 
four physicians, who..signed . the 
bulletin: which was issued after long 
deliberation a little after midnight. 

The indication of some impréve- 
ment in: the condition of the affected 
lung and the fact that the: King. had 
a better rest during the day and eve- 
ning hours did not suffice to relieve 
the profound concern over his dis- 
tinctly diminished heart power. 


* Doctors Inform Cabinet. 


Even-after they had issued ‘their 
bulletin the physicians remained 
long at ‘the palace, and the situation 
was described by an official of the 
royal -household as a very anxious 
one in the early morning hours. ‘It 
was 3:30 A. M. before the last of the 
physigans left the palace.

he Cabinet who had awaited it.in 
Downing Street. 

When Sir Farquhar and Dr. Whit- 
by left the palace at 8 A. M., Lord 
Dawson. and Sir Stanley were still 
there.’

From inquiries to palace officials, 
the Press Association early this 
morning understood that, so far -as 
it is: humanly: possible to foresee, 
there is no reason ‘to expect any im- 
portant change in the condition of 
the King for the next twelve hours. 

As soon’ as thé edrly morning bul- 
letin was posted on the lace rail- 
ings the crowd, which had waited 
patiently. outside; rushed eagerly to 
read it. The earlier bulletin, with its 
prey bags ony news of .the serious 
state of the King, had prepared them 
‘in part for the news’ that two other 
physicians had been ‘called in. 

The Duke of York, the only one of 
the four. sons of the King who is:now 
in England, went to the palace to be 
with his mother and sister during 
the anxious hours‘while’ the phy- 
sicians were consulting: He left soon 
after the bulletin ‘was issued and re- 
turned to his house in Piccadilly. The 
Duke arranged to keep in close touch 
with the palace during the remainder 
of the night. © «= - . 

Public Anxiety Mounts. 

The two medical bulletins during 
the day could serve only to increase 
distress in the public mind. They 
showed improvement in the local ail- 
ment and that the fever condition 
was less grave. On the other hand, 
the prolonged illness, which began 
with a heavy cold and ‘developed into 
ai and a slight infection of the 
ung, has now continuéd-for twelve 
days and is beginning’ to tell on the 
royal patient’s strength and powers 
of resistance. 

Last night for the first time: the 
medical bulletin mentioned the King’s 
heart as exhibiting a: decline. .in 
strength which -‘‘causes  anxiety.’’ 
The physicians wete more frequentl 
and longer in attendance at’ Buck- 
ingham Palace yesterday than on any 
day since the illness set in, except 
perhaps: the day when an X-ray ex- 
amination was made or that when 
Sir Humphrey Rolleston was called 
in as a consultant. . 

This assiduous attendance by the 
physicians morning, ;afternoon and 
evening was an indication to the gen-

American Describes Scenes at Talca. 
On his return here from Talca, M. 
Graham, the telephone expert, gave 
a graphic description of the scene in 
what had been a peaceful manufac- 
turing town of 60,000 persons. 

‘“‘When we arrived,’’ he said, ‘‘de- 
bris piled upin the central thorough- 
fares made it necessary to climb suc- 
cessive heaps composed of remnants 
of fine dwellings and public build- 
ings which formerly lined the streets. 
Bodies roughly wra ip blankets 
were placed against the walls that re- 
mained standing, while members of 
the families of the dead dug madly 
among the ruins trying to find miss- 
ing loved-ones,. - , 

“Later the local authorities, who 
quickly took control of the situa- 
tion, transported: all bodies to the 
morgue for identification. 

“T doubt that it will be possible for 
any business to be conducted in 
Talca for many months, because the 
destruction has been so great in the 
commercial quarter of -the city that 
it will be a long time before life can 
go back to anything like normal.”’ 

Details coming in to Santiago seem 
to confirm this statement. The prin- 
cipal business street was one of those 
that suffered most.

Volcanoes Show Activity. © 

Slight volcanic activity is percepti- 
ble in the high peaks Crowning the 
Andes range in the latitude of Talca, 
especially in the half-extinct volcano 
called Descabezado Chico, situated a 
little to the south, a big cone-shaped 
peak with the upper part missing. It 
is more than fifty years since a se- 
rious eruption occurred. The long 
chain of mountains choasng the east- 
ern horizon and marking the border 
line with the Argentine Republic is 
perfectly visible from” all Chilean 
cities, including Talca and Santiago, 
situated in the central valley from 
the extreme north to far south. 

Like a long. narrow shelf running 
half the length of South America, 
‘Chile lies: between a high mountain 
range on the east and the Pacific 
Ocean on the west, and along this 
chain of mountains numerous vol- 
canic peaks, extinct or otherwise, 
tower into the sky. Some scientific 
expeditions have expressed the opin- 
jon that the existence of this moun- 
tain chain with its numerous vol- 
canoes explains the frequency of the 
earth tremors and earthquakes that 
rock Chilean cities.

City Captured in 348 B. C. 

But the most important discovery, 
according to: Dr. ‘Robinson, is the 
city of Olynthus itself, situated on 
the Macedonian plains in Northern 
Greece. -With once a population of 
50,000; it was the leader of the famed 
Chalcidic. League of surrounding 


towns which precipitated the Pelo- 
ponnesian War. A century later its 
strong walls and warlike inhabitants 
were a barrier to the plans of Philip 
of Macedon, father of Alexander the 
Great; to conauer all Greece. He 
ar eae Olynthus finally in 348 

. C., destroyed the city and dis- 
persed its people. Broken columns 
and scattered personal objects indi- 
cated to the excavators the haste and 
rone in which the population had 

e e 

The unearthing of the remnants of 
the city’s walls, Dr. Robinson said, 
now not more than 10 per cent com- 
plete, give a perfect plan view of 
one of the few complete Greek cities 
discovered. Besides the splendid 
homes, having as many as a dozen 
rooms on each floor, there was a 
put 2 civic centre flanked by pits in 
which grein was stored, a barracks 
for troops, shops, a mint-and:a terra 
cotta factory, the molds of which are 
still usable. 

Dr. Robinson’s expedition was fi- 
nanced by a $9,000 fund raised among 
business mén of Baltimore, many of 
whom had assisted in his previous 
archaeological ventures as American 
director of classical studies at Athens. 
In the vicinity of the expedition’s 
discoveries, ‘forty miles from Salon- 
iki, the excavators found many refu- 

ees still wandering homeless when 

hey started work last Winter. They 

could obtain all the workmen they 
needed at 40 cents a day, and when 
about 100 had been set to work 
among the ruins their half-starving 
fellow victimis almost started an up- 
rising in their determination to be 
added to the payroll. As many as 
200 were then employed on occasion, 
and the work continued until Dr. 
Robinson had expended his subscrip- 
tions and about $3,000 of his own. 


Writings Gave Clue to Site. 


From his study of the writings of 
classical antiquity, Dr. Robinson 
said, he was convinced before organ- 
izing the expedition of the buried 
existence of Olynthus. Thucydides 
had given its distance from the sea 
and mentioned its position on a 


river. From Herodotus the party 
had learned other geographical 
hints, and in Xenophon ‘a passage 
was found telling how cavalry from 
Olynthus had to cross the river in 
starting on a campaign in southern 
Greece. This assured Dr. Robinson 
of the particular river bank on which 
he would have to commence his ex- 
cavations. 

The native laborers began to cut 
through the ridge of a hill. Dr. Rob- 
inson said the remnants of a Stone 
Age settlement were first encoun- 
tered. A large collection of neo-. 
lithic relics estimated to have been 
used by primitive races 10,000 years 
ago was gathered, he said. The party 
then transferred its operations to a 
long, flat mound near by and was 
spoon uncovering mosaics and paved 
courtyards of a once prosperous city, 
all within two yards of the surface. 
Most of the later finds were also 
come upon by merely ‘‘scratching,’ 
as the excavators termed it. 

‘As the result of these discov- 
eries,”” Dr. Robinson said, ‘‘we've 

t to change our opinions regard- 
fag some. of the developments 
credited to the Romans. We've 
learned at last that the Greeks 
lived in as high a degree of splendor 
within their luxurious homes in the 
fourth and fifth centuries B. C. as 
the Romans did under their em- 
perors after the Christian era. We 
found forms of art that were for- 
merly classed as Roman to have 
existed in Greece hundreds of roars 
earlier. Then the bathtub, always 
regarded as a Roman innovation of 
comfort and civilization, is now 
shown to have been merely borrowed 


from the Greeks, whom they sub-/ 


jugated.”’ 
Tubs Finely Ornamented. 


Bathtubs, finely made and orna- 
mented, were numerous in Olynthus 
and the expedition dug up several 
wholly intact. They are shaped like 
the present American model, though 
with one sloping end cut off. A man 
could sit.in one comfortably while 
his slaves doused him from buckets, 
shower-fashion. 

The unearthed art work, shown by 
slides and described. by Dr. Robin- 
son, was of uisite and delicate 
workmanship. he design and sub- 
ject matter was entirely mythologi- 
cal. ‘Busts and vases were of classic 
mold, the latter well sd.

PARIS IS MEETING PLACE

PARIS, Dec. 2.—European states- 
men seem to be moving very slowly 
toward fulfillment of the plan for 
final settlement of Germany’s repa- 
rations debt and evacuation of the 
Rhineland, which were to have fol- 
lowed the signature Locarn 
treaties more than Sy hes ago aad 
were definitely established as an im- 
mediate program at Geneva last Sep- 


During the past few weeks there 
has been a succession of notes from 
England and interviews between 
Premier Poincaré and the German 
Ambassador here, all seeking to 
speed matters up. But it will be at 
least another week before the expert 
committee which is to deal with the 
reparations issue is formed and it 
will be at least the middle of Janu- 
ary before it can meet. 


One of Last Obstacles Overcome. 


One of the last obstacles to be 
©vercome was M. Poincaré’s rather 
unexpected decision to ask the Rep- 


arations Commission to assume re- 
sponsibility for calling the confer- 
ence and naming the experts. Such 
procedure did not please the Ger- 
man Government and did not entire- 
y satisfy the English, until the 

rench Premier explained that his 
reasons for asking the Reparations 
Commission to serve as a kind of 
intermediary were, firstly, technical 
and, secondly, org 

If it should happen that the ex- 
perts fail to arrive at an acceptable 
solution he feels that it will be better 
that the governments themselves 
should not be directly involved.

PASSES PUBLIC TEST 


Its Inventor Plans New Machine, 
Neither Auto Nor Plane, Mak- 
ing 300 Miles an Hour.

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—Despite an accl- 
dent that scared hundreds of spec- 
tators but caused no serious damage, 


the new rocket automobile con- 

structed by the engineer, Curt Volk- 

hart, successfully stood its first 
ublic trial on the Avus Speedway 
ere this afternoon. 

After the demonstration Herr Volk- 
hart, who received an _ ovation, 
announced that he would soon cover 
500 kilometers (about 300 miles) an 
hour with a new device, the nature 
of which is still kept a secret. In 
regard to this projected machine the 
inventor hinted only that it was not 
an automobile, nor an airplane, nor 
a hydroplane. 

During the first run today, which 
was made slowly to demonstrate that 
the machine can be run at any 
desired speed and stopped and re- 
started at will, one of the rockets 
was discharged forward instead of 
backward, with the result that the 
left side of the hood was blown off.

300,000 HANDLED HERE 


Ratio Cut to Two in 20,000 in Last 
11 Months Despite View That 
Criminals Grow More Desperate. 


-New York City prisons show the 
lowest percentage of escapes in the 
past five years of any prisons of the 
country included in a survey just 
completed and made public yester- 
day by the Department of: Correc- 
tion of New York City. Handling 
60,000 prisoners a year, the eighteen 
penal institutions of New York City 
in the past eleven -months have lost 
by escape only six prisoners, a ratio 
of 2 per 20,000 prisoners. 

In the past five years the same 
eighteen prisons under the Depart- 
ment of Correction have handled

The measure was prepared as a 
Tesult of the contention that the own- 
ers of the .Vestris, which sank off 
the Virgiina coast with large loss of 
life and property, cannot be held ac- 


countable in any way owing to the 


provision of law which limits dam- 
ages in such cases to the value of the 
vessel ‘“‘saved.’’ The Vestris wae a 
total loss, 

Mr. La Guardia holds that in the 
light of the shipping act of 1851,.and 
its interpretation’ by the United 
States Supreme Court, neither the 
persons injured nor the families of 
those who lost their lives nor those 
who suffered property loss in the 
Vestris wreck can collect anything 
from the ship’s owners.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Calling of 
an international conference for the 
simplification of the calendar will be 
proposed in a resolution to be of- 
fered in the House of Representa- 
tives tomorrow by Stephen G. Parter, 
chairman .of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

The resolution will request the 
President to propose such a confer- 
ence or to ask the nations of the 
world to accept an invitation in be- 
half of the United States, to par- 
ticipate in such a conference should 
it be proposed by some other nation 
or group of nations.

June 9, has found ‘“‘throughout the > 
nation a widespread and growing 
sentiment ‘-ongly in favor of calen-| 
dar simplification,’’ aceording to Mr.

“Public opinion, especially in the 
United States,’’ he,said, ‘‘is rapidly 
perceiving the shortcomings and de- 
fects of our present time-measuring

2,000 years.’’ 

Mr. Porter pointed to the adoption 
by the Pan-American conference at 
Havana of a resolution recommend- 
ing that each of twenty-one nations 
appoint a nationgl committee to pre- 
pare for an international conference 
on calendar reform. The National 
Academy of Sciences.adopted resolu- 
tions favoring a thirteen-month cal- 
endar. 


Change Favored in Many Quarters. 


*«The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States,’ Mr. Porter con- 
tinued, ‘‘on Oct. 18, 1927, appointed a 
special commiittee to study the cal- 
endar subject. Although the report 
of this committee has not been made 
public, it is understood that it favors 
a change in the present calendar. 
Of 600 letters from leading business 
men of the United States received in 
answer to an inquiry made by 
George Eastman, ‘prior to the organ- 
ization of the national committee, 93 
per cent were’ in favor-of calendar | 
revision and *in. approval of the) 
thirteen-month proposal.” _ 

Ninety per cent of the replies to a} 
questionnaire sent to members by the | 
American Management Association | 
favored an internationally fixed cal-| 
endar and the International Associa- | 
tion of Machinists, the Brotherhood | 
of Railway Clerks, the Trades and} 
Labor Council of Canada and the 
National Association of Cost Ac- 
countants had endorsed the thirteen- 
month plan, Mr. Porter stated, add- 
ing that some sixty industrial con- 
cerns in the United States were using 
an auxiliary calendar of thirteen 
periods of twenty-eight days for their 
interior accountings. 


Outlines the Procedure. 
‘When the national committees of

conclusions, and if a prevailing de- 
sire for calendar improvement is. 
shown, it will then be necessary for 
an international conference to be 
ealled,”? said Mr. Porter. ‘‘The 
agreement at this international. con- 


ference would probably take the 
form of a treaty which, when rati- 
fied by the different governments, 
would become the law of each coun- 
try. This law would take care of 
conversion of dates from the old to 
the see calendar, maturity con- 
tracts, &c. 

“‘An act of Congress, stating that 
such a calendar would take effect on 
a certain date, simultaneously with 
all other nations and probably two 
or three years in advance, would in- 
clude, as a part of it, an adjustable 
table and would provide that dates 
on existing bonds, mortgages, leases, 
contracts, &c., would be automatical- 
ly changed to the corresponding 
dates on the new. calendar as deter- 
mined by the adjustable table; it 
would also provide for the prorating 
of fixed charges—monthly rent pay- 
ments, for example, would be re- 
duced by the yearly total being di- 
vided: into thirteen instead of twelve 
parts.”’ 

Advantages of the proposed calen- 
dar, according to Mr. Porter, would 
be that all months would have the

SOUTH AMERICAN NATIONALISM 

In the inaugural address of the 
new Provisional President of Mexico, 
Americans can find, if they will look 
for it, the one essential point in all 
Latin-American policy. Sefior Gm |. 
spoke in warm and émphatic lan- 
guage of his desire to promote rela- 
tions of the utmost friendliness with 
the United States. He even werlt so 
far as to single out and praise ‘the 
efforts of Ambassador Morrow. to 
bring about a better understanding. 
If the new President.of Mexico: is’ 
able to make his ideas prevail, 
American capital and enterprise will 
be welcomed in Mexico. But for one 
thing the Mexican Government’ will 
always stand. This is the jealous 
preservation of Mexican sovereignty. 

Nothing which entrenches upon: or. 
impairs that can be tolerated. - It’ 
will be resisted at whatever cost and 
by sacrifices, if necessary, no matter 
how-great. In uttering such words, 
President Gr. . simply. expressed the 
intense national pride which is com- 
mon to all the republics . to, the 
south of us. To us of the. North, 
this extreme sensitiveness . .of' the 
South Americans ‘does not always 
seem reasonable. _ But there it is, an 
essential ‘and permanent fact with 
which we have to reckon, both per- 
sonally and officially, ‘in all our deal- 
ings with Latin America. < 

If Mr. Hoover did not fully under- 
stand : this before, it will penetrate 
his conéciousness while he is jour- 
neying = from one South American 
capital to another. Behind every cor- 
dial greeting, given to him there will 
be _a_ polite warning, tacit or ex- 
pressed, that the United States must 
have: respect ‘for, South American: 
nationalities. as well .as good-will. 
The addresses which Mr. HOOVER 
makes will doubtless be throughout 
as discreet and friendly .as - those: 
with which’he has begun. But all 
of them’ will be searched-as with: a 
lighted ‘candle: by South Americans 
to see if the slightest. hint of an 


overbearing or interventionist ten- 


dency can. be discovered. That has 
long been the sore spot in South 
American. affairs involving this 
country. It seems to be in the way 
of healing, and Mr. Hoover unques- 
tionably desires to hasten the proc- 
ess. But deeds-are more signifi- 
cant than fine words, and. it-is to the 
actual policies of the Administra- 
tion at Washington that the South 
Americans will look before making 
up their- minds whether. American 
good-will is to be’ translated: into; 
corresponding action.

TO SPUR YOUNG READERS. 


Reading ‘does not seem to be the 
means of diversion that it once was. 
Competition from other fields of en- 
tertainment is giving the ‘literature 
of escape a run for its. money. 
People who. believe in all kinds of 
reading, even the lightest, are be- 
coming worried becausé so many 
young persons are using their eyes 
mostly to look at movies or each 
other. It is not hard to see why 
they. shun books in preference for 
an. automobile ride, an evening lis- 
tening to the radio or a jaunt to the 
:|mearest. cinema. Young people are 
usually gregarious as well as. ro- 
mantic, and: the most -satisfying 
novel is something to be enjoyed in 
solitude. When other kinds of en- 
tertainment provide adventure, sus- 
pense and a happy ending, all to be 
absorbed in the company of young 
persons, current. fiction loses. 

College librarians are as deeply 
concerned about this state of affairs 
as any one. They would like to see 
their, students forming the reading 
habit... At their meeting on Satur- 
day: Mr. Lewis of the: University: of 
New Hampshire made ‘a suggestion. 
He has observed. the success of the 
public: libraries in giving publicity 
to the best of the new books, and 
he. thinks that weekly exhibits and 
bulletins. containing book reviews 
should be similarly used in the col- 
leges. It is undoubtedly true that 
for the majority of undergraduates 
the required reading in connection 
with ‘class work does not induce a 
state of mind’ leading to reading 
for pleasure. ‘The foundations for a 
reading habit that will last through 
life-must rést on solid satisfaction. 
More books are_ being published 
every year, and many of them are 
worth while, not perhaps to buy and 
keep. forever, but to read for stimu- 
lation and enrichment of the imag- 
ination. If college ’students realized 
the fun of reading, nothing could 
keep them from indulging in it. 

An extension of Mr. LEWIS’s pub- 
licity plan should bring results. By 
all means usé exhibits and bulletins. 
But to gather in the bulk of the 
student body, librarians should 
make use of rival diversions, the 
movies and the radio. They know 
that their boys and girls will not 
miss announcements, on the screen. 
While the movies. are giving. hints 
of next -week’s attractions they can 
work ina few words about a novel 
that should not be overlooked. The 
radio is probably even more useful. 
Part of a story could be told, and 
the auditors would then have to buy 
or borrow the book to discover the. 
ending. In their contest for young 
people's. interest the. librarians 
should not stop at scorning . their 
opponents. They should use them. ©

Dr. AUER 
reminds us that the passion of collec- 
tors to buy violins by the great mas- 
ters such as AMATI, STRADIVARIUS and 
GUAENERIUS ‘has resulted in these in- 
struments being almost completely 
withdrawn from thé market, or, 
when sold, fetching prices far’ be- 
yond the means of any but the most 
successful violin soloists. : 

By way of solution Dr.-Aver sug- 
gests that some of ‘the foundations 
which. have done so: much to further 
the study of music acquire a few 
great violins and lend them to the 
most deserving pupils for.use. There 
are practical obstacles in the way of 
such a plan, of which perhaps the 
largest is the same one that: prevents 
the individual from buying a famous 
old violin—the cost. At the prices 
mentioned by D:. Ausr it, would re- 
quire in the neighborhood of.$100,000 
to buy a half dozen first-class instru- 
ments. This is a large capital sum 
to tie up—even for a rich foundation. 

The need of some. such plan as 
Dr. Auge suggests has frequently 
been recognized. But it remains to be 
seen if, by approaching the problem 
with a fresh point of view, a 
practicable system can be devised. 


A “Corner” 


The Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York 
should take the name of

MARINE LIABILITY. 


Passenger Insurance Might -Be 
Applied ‘to, Ccastwise Ships. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

R. H. Rogers has ‘rendered a ser- 
vice by calling attention, in_ his let- 
ter. to THE Toes relative to -the 
Vestris disaster, to the obsolete rule 
of law under which the owners‘of a 
vessel may. shift their liability. for 
loss of life or injury: to passengers 
on such vessel to the vessel : itself. 
Mr. Rogers seems to give the impres- 
sion, however, that this right of the 
owners is an absolute one, instead 
of being, as it is, limited to cases'in 
which the injury or loss of life occurs 
‘without the privity or” knowledge of 
the owner.” Even this limitation is, 
of course, manifestly unjust, since 
it leaves the injured persons wholly 
without redress where the injury:or 
loss of ‘life’is chargeable directly to 
the negligence of the master of the 
vessel. : 

As. Mr. Rogers points out, the only 
proper method of. providing ‘compen- 
sation for the victims of marire dis- 
asters is a compulsory insurance 
carrying with it proper compensation 
regardless of any element of negli- 
gence. The introduction of such a 
system would, as Mr. Rogers states, 
greatly increase the cost of marine 
insurance. 

While it would theréfore be very 
difficult to compel such insurance 
to be carried by vessels engaged in 
international ‘trade without interna- 
tional action, there is‘no reason why 
Congress may not take the first. step 
in this direction by imposing the re- 


quirement of passenger compensa- |’ 
tion insurance upon our coastwise 


and inland navigation. Within’ the 
past few years we have.seen the 
spectacle of a great river. vessel 


owned ‘by a wealthy navigation com-| 
pany sunk with the loss of only three 


lives and the company permitted ‘to 
shield itself under the doctrine of 
limitation of‘liability inherited from 
the law of shipping “‘adventures’”’ de- 
veloped in the middle. ages. 
greatly to be hoped that one of the 
fruits of the co hey ma of the Ves- 
tris sinking will be the recommenda- 
tion .of legislation as above .s 
gested affecting the coastwise and 
rer shipping. So far-as I have been 
able to ascertain, no bill having this 
purpose in view has ever bs es even 
so much as introdweed | elther 
house ‘of Congress.

New York that are ugly already and 
have -been for so long as I can re- 
member. It wouldn’t hurt some of 
the reaches of the Harlem to have 
further dumps added to them.

@ little filling in about there would 
add rather than detract from any 
landscape there is. : 

But it is from more than. what: the 
eye reveals that dwellers along Riv- 
erside Drive suffer. Lured to the 
locality by the open “prospect with 
its promise of sunshine and‘fresh air, 
one is rudely awakened to the fact 
that he is breathing: about the worst 
air in the whole city. While the 
Pennsylvania Railroad -has © an- 
nounced that. it is to electrify all its 
lines, both for passenger and freight, 
clear across the State of New Jersey, 
the New York Central runs, its coal- 
burning. efigines along the entire 
length of the “‘most beautiful drive- 
way in.the world.’”’ The noise from 
it through the night is appalling, but 
the dirt from it is worse. Look at 
the window sills..of any building 
along - Riverside. Drive. They are 
covered with a coat of soot. Win- 
dows have to be washed five or six 
times-as often as in any.other local- 
ity, and the: smoke drifts into the 
houses whenever a window is opén.

- I receive: the reply 
that to do so would ‘‘impose-a eeneeseenR 
burden- upon the postal service.”

Policeman Riley happens to have 
the beat next to that of Hans Kraus- 
meyer. Riley is artful: He chases 
playboys of the east side over his 
boundary line to Krausmeyer’s tem- 
porary province. Riley is a good- 
natured policeman, who believes in 
playing baseball with the ‘boys and 
avoiding making arrests. At one 
juncture, when the sergeant appears, 
Riley actually ‘has a baseball bat in 
his hand and a lad. dexterously 
mee it for the bluecoat’s night- 
stick. ° 

Krausmeyer has a military bear- 
ing, of which fact Riley is reminded 
how and again. So, as it might be 
gathered, iley does not make a 
bosom pal of Krausmeyer. In fact, 
there is nobody Riley loves less in 
this story than he does Krausmeyer. 

For some reason or other, Riley is 
selected to go to Germany’ to bring 
back Joseph Smith (Mr. Rollins), 
who is accused of having robbed his 
employer. It is with a light heart 
that Jim Riley hies himself forth on 
the briny and ther on to Munich’s 
picturesque beer-gardens. One gath- 
ers that Riley rather likes all sorts 
of beer, when it is brought in sei- 
dels that are large enough. 

In France Riley finds himself 
rather worried bythe attentions of 
the police. He has his prisoner with 
him some of the time, but that young 
man, evidently knowing ‘that he is 
going to be absolved from guilt in 
the end, goes about his way as he 
will and reports to Riley.. There is 
one scene where the American po- 
liceman is walking in the Armenon- 
ville, or some Paris restaurant, and 
he chances to notice a man enjoy- 
ing the odor of a single blossom. 
Without stopping his conversation, 
Riley takes the flower from the 
Man, smells it and then returns it. 
It-is done so casually that one can 
‘pardon the Frenchman for : being 


“flabbergasted. 


It is. while he is in Munich that 
Riley becomes quite attentive to a 
determined fraulein, whom he knows 
as Lena. Lena follows Riley to 
Cherbourg: As the boat is leaving 
and Lena is ing to join Officer 
Riley later in New York, Riley, .see- 
ing Lena, asks her to tell him her 
last name. And what do you think 
she answered? Krausmeyer, that’s 
all! And then Riley, when he wanted 
Lena for his bride, discovers ‘that 
she ‘is Patrolman Krausmeyer’s 
sister. 

Mr. -Rothafel’s stage contributions 
are edifying and enjoyable. The

Germans and the War. 


BEHIND THE GERMAN LINES,.a UFA 
production, with many scenes filmed dur- 
ing the World War; “Where the Skies 
Are Blue,’ a Technicolor production, At 
the Rialto Theatre. 


“Behind the German Lines,” 9 
Teutonic production giving an im- 
pression of the World War from a 
Teutonic viewpoint, is chiefly re- 
markable for the excellent maps 
depicting the military strategy of 
the Central Powers, Toward the 
end of this film, many scenes of 
which were actually photographed 
during hostilities, it is set forth that 
it was the amazing speed with which 
the United States raised its millions 
and put them into the battle line 
that shattered the morale of the Ger- 
mans. 

This production has been cut to 
the bone, much of the or being 
given over to the animated maps, 
-which by means of solid and hollow 
lines portray the movements of the 
troops on both sides. These maps 
give one an astonishingly clear idea 
of the advance and retreat. and the 
manoeuvres of the opposing forces. 
The removal of German troops from 
the Western front and Gallieni’s 
taxicab army are declared to be re- 
sponsible for the defeat at the Battle 
of the Marne. The Battle of Ypres, 
from os film viewpoint, was a Ger- 
man victory. 

Naturally, much attention is de- 
voted to von Hindenburg, who in 
some of the scenes is shown with 
the Kaiser. The German ruler of 
those days is 
through a special periscope at some 
engagements. -There are also pic- 
tures of the former Crown Prince 
and others of . Joffre and other 
French Generals. Lord Kitchener is 
also seen. 

The producers evince too great a 
fondness for camera tricks in some 
of the stretches of this procueras 
some of them happen to quite in- 
teresting, especially those showing 
the trains rushing to the war zone. 
But where symbolism is employed 
this production loses a good deal of 
its strength, for one expects more 
of the events in Germany during the 
war, even if they had to be repro- 
duced for this film.

The Friends of “Music. 

The great German ‘Requiem of 
Johannes Brahms, performed yester- 
day by the Friends of Music in Town 
Hall, is not.a work of equal strength 
in all its parts; but.in all its parts 
it .is _Brehms, contemplating with 
serenity and.a noble resignation the 
mysteries of two worlds, and writing 
intomparable music. The first three 
numbers, given public ‘performance 
in 1867, would: in ‘themselves ‘consti- 
tute a vast. and imperishable frag- 
ment: vast because of the: grandeur 
of the conception, aside from the di- 
mensions and form. If Brahms had 
only lived to begin with.the ineffable 
expression of human destiny that in- 
troduces ‘the text “Selig sind’; to 
follow this swith the strange march 
that pronounces the end of every 
man’s: desire+a march that seems to 
sweep onward from the beginnings 
of time, and to pass and vanish in 
eternity; and, finally, to pen the 
earnest human supplication of the 
baritone andthe grandeurs of the 
fugue that thunders over an endless 

point, he would have become 
or these things alone an immortal.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 2.— 
Professor Malcolm Thorpe, curator 
of the Peabody Museum at Yale 
University, has found footprints of 
animals of distant eras in a tunnel 
of the New.

The most valu- 
able finds were more than fifty foot- 
prints of dinosaurs.

It reveals that 
out of .a possible 80 tallies; Bottom- 
ley received 76 and Lindstrom - 70, 
close. enough, though not .so close 
as to demand a recount. 

A word here as to. how the voting 
is tallied might not be amiss. The 
committee making the selection con- 
sists of eight baseball writers, one 
from each city represented in the 
National League. At the close of the 
championship season and just before 
the world’s series, each writer sub- 
mits a list of ten players. The player 
jhe ranks first receives ten. points,

| Rated First by Four Writers. 

According to President Whitman’s 
announcement, Bottomley received 
four first place: ratings. 
four writers ranked him second, a 
fact which clinched for him the elec- 
tion, for though Lindstrom got three 
firsts, he got only two seconds, two 
others rating him third and one 
fifth. 

Thus, Bottomley, known through- 
out the major league circuit as Sun- 
ny Jim, because of a perpetual smile.

People Must Awake \to Fact That 
Christ 4s the Same Power Today 
as ia Past, He Says. 


Bishop William T. . Manning, 
preaching a sermon marking .the 
beginning of. Advent, at the Cathe- 
drei -of St: Jobn the Divine yester- 
@ay moming, challenged persons 
who. bold that religion. can exist: 
without mystery. He said that re- 
ligion; in its very essence, ' necessar- 
ily ineluded an acceptance of the 
supernatural. 

“There are those today,’’ he said, 
“who very @tfangely seem.to want: 
to exclude mystéry from religion. 
They never ¢&h succeed. A religion 
without my#ery can never become: 
@ power im the lives and hearts of 
men and women.’’ 

In dur egoism, he said, we try to 
rationalize religion, bring it all into 
the light of fact and bring it down 
to our daily level. of life, but when’ 
we have finished we are sure to find 
that somehow the religion itself has 
disappeared. ~~ 

Bishop Manning urged all Chris- 
tians to awake, to repent and to pre- 
pare for the spiritual life to come. 
He said people must awake to the 
fact that Christ is the same power 
today -in their lives that He has ever 
been, and that He could do as much 
for them as ever ‘on the one condi- 
tion that they surrender their lives 
completely to:Him. 

He said that the people of today 
needed to be reminded that their 
time was short and that the new 
Christian era in:.which they’ live 
might be the last such era for them. 


He said that we need. to think more 
about Christ: as our savior and. our 
judge in order to. give our ‘religion a 
reality and a wer. 

**We need,’’ he concluded, “to real- 
ize who He is, what His relation is 
to the world and-to each of us indi- 
vidually, and so to prepare for the 
hour when we shall stand before Him 
and see Him face to face as He is, 
and when in the light of His pres- 
ence we shall be judged.

Dr. Upham Urges Charch to Aid

The past year has been one of 
*‘pleasure-seeking and mad adven- 
ture in materialism’’ and the Church

Dr. Fosdick Declares a. World 
Without Awe of God Would 
Be a Sorry Place. 


SAYS ART WOULD PERISH 


Thinks Modern Science Is Only 
Deepening Mystery of Living 
and Spoiling: Spirit. 


A world without reverence would 
be a sorry place indeed, according 
to the Rev. Dr. Harry Hmerson 
Fosdick, who preached yesterday in 
the Park Avenue Baptist Church. 

“For one thing,” he said, “‘there 
would be no great friendships here. 
Friendship: at its finest never has 
been a mere level exchange of 
mutual convenience. No, there is 
something in my friend to which I 
look up. Then, too, from a world 
without reverence all great art 
would be gone. There is’ no such 
thing as great art except from men 
who have found themselves subdued 
and conquered. before the beauty 
that they saw. 

“In our modern thought and life 
there are some distinguishable in- 
fluences that tend to despoil us of 
such reverence. For one thing, the 
spirit of wonder and reverence is 
spoiled in many of us by our idea 
that science, is explaining almost 
everything and that one by one the 
mysteries are fading fast away. 
But to some of us it seems as 
though after all this were a stranger 
world than it used to be and that 
every step of modern knowledge 
does not so much decrease as 
deepen the mystery. 

“The sky doubtless was strange 
enough in those old days when they 
thought it was a solid firmament, 
as the Book of Exodus says, ‘a 
paved work of sapphire stone,’ or 
as Job sings, ‘strong as a molten 
mirror,’ when they thought they 
could build a tower of Babel high 
enough to reach the blue vault and 
break into the divine abode. But 
how, when we know there isn’t any 
sky at all, that the blue is the re- 
fraction of light from countless 
particles of dust, that the nearest 
star off there, Alpha Centauri, ten 
billion miles nearer than any other 
star, we shall see tonight by light 
that left it four years ago an a has 
been traveling 186,000 ae a 
second ever since, just what do you 
mean by science decreasing the mys- 
tery? And when one turns from the 
physical to the spiritual, to this 
most mysterious part of it all, our 
race with its moral struggles, its 
spiritual aspirations, its hunger and 

irst after righteolsness, its cry 
that it is restless until it rests in 
God, a man who is without rever- 
ence has lost all grace of insight. 

“Some people think it would be 
strange to live after death. The real 
fact is that it is so strange that we 
are alive: now that it would be an 
inconsiderable addition to the mys- 
tery to keep on being alive. And 
where shall this mood of wonder and 
reverence rest at last except upon 
the highest that we know? Jesus 
is that. The greatest thing that 
ever happened to the spiritual life 


of man was the coming of the 
Lord. 


‘SAYS RABBI DRAGGED 


CHURCH INTO POLITICS 
Schalman Assails Religious Talk 


in Campaign as “Too Late” 
to Cure Prejudices. 


Decrying the ‘‘dragging’”’ of Juda- 
ism into the past political cam- 
paign and scoring a ‘‘certain promi- 
nent rabbi’ for explaining from his 
pulpit why he as a rabbi would vote 
for a Catholic President, Rabbi Sam- 


uel Schulman spoke yesterday morn- 
ing in the Temple Emanu-E! on 
“Liberal, Religion, American Politics 
and the Jew.’ 

“In a nation of 120,000,000 people,’’ 
Rabbi Schulman said, “one must ex- 
pect all sorts of prejudices and pas- 
sions which cannot be emancipated 
during the campaign. A political 
campaign is not the time to cure men 
and women of racial prejudice—it is 
too late then. 

‘Judaism is a liberal religion im- 
bued with reverence for other re- 
ligions. Prejudice in Judaism is con- 
trary to the genius of the race. The 
Jews of America showed in the last 
election that there is no such thing 
as a Jewish vote. 

“There was one great rabbi, how- 
ever, who made the Jews the foot- 
ball of politics. This rabbi asked his 
congregation a question from his 
Own pulpit which he himself an- 
swered. The question was, ‘Why 
would he as a rabbi vote for a Cath- 
olic President?’ Then he further 
Reno ng that he would vote for’a 

atholic President, a Protestant Goy- 
ernor and a Jewish Lieutenant Goy- 
ernor. 

‘One has no right to drag Judaism 
into politics. The pulpit has no place 
in'a campaign. t should concern 
itself with moral issues, but only be- 
tween campaigns, at which time it 


should be a zealous and fearless edu- 
cator.’’

10 WILD HORSES 


Dr. Coffin Says Unbridled They 
Cause Trouble, but Under 
Control Supply Power. 


CALLS PROBLEM INDIVIDUAL 


Religion, Declares President of Union 
Seminary, Is Excellent Ald to 
‘Mastery of These Steeds. 


The human instincts are the most 
dangerous and at the same time the 
most valuable heritage of mankind, 
Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, president 
of the Union Theological Seminary, 
declared yesterday morning in his 
sermon in the seminary chapel, 
Broadway and 120th Street. 

Likening our instincts to wild 
horses which, when ‘uncontrolled, 
cause great trouble but when mas- 
tered supply us with the power of 
unusual achievements, Dr. Coffin as- 
serted that we must all learn to 
master our instincts. Religion, he 
said, was an excellent aid to such 
mastery. 

“Life is a constant challenge, 
bringing us meddlesome steeds and 
bidding us to bestride them,” he 
went on. “A regiment of cavalry 
is a potent force. It hrs won many 
battles and determined history. But 
a small herd of two thousand run- 
away horses can throw a camp into 
penic and leave it in panic. 

‘Life supplies us with wild horses 
in our racial instincts. These in- 
stincts go back to our prehuman an- 
cestry and have come us through 
a long line of — and barbarian 
progenitors. King 4 arrive on the 
scene with every baby born into the 
world—instincts of hunger, of curi- 
osity, of fear, of acquisitiveness, of 

egariousness, of sex. They have 
seveleped and thrived under condi- 
tions other than those in which we 
find ourselves. They are the in- 
stincts of a herd of beasts or of a 
clan of cavemen. They functioned 
in the ice age or in the primeval for- 
ests. They have been disciplined in 
relatively brief thousands of years 
of civilized lives. 

“In us all primitive instincts are 
born unbroken and undisciplined. 
Each individual and each generation 
has to take them in hand and train 
them. They are the driving forces 
which furnish human beings with 
power. Every achievement is the 
release of this heritage of instincts, 
drilled and guided by a man’s in- 
telligence.’’ 


MENCKEN’S VIEWS SCORED. 


His Attacks on Conscience “‘Appall- 
Ing Piffle,” Says Dr. Buttrick. 


Henry L. Mencken’s attacks on 
the strength and reality of man’s 
conscience were denounced as 
“appalling piffie’’ yesterday morn- 
ing by the Rev. Dr. George A. But- 
trick in his sermon at the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian Church.

On the other hand, 
if we grab at what.a sneering world 
calls ihatows -we shall find that in 
the end we have the true substance 
of life. Duty, self-sacrifice and God 
are the greatest of these ‘shadows.’ ”’

Emile Palliere’s book, “Unknown 
Sanctuary,’’ the story of a French 
Roman Catholic’s conversion of Juda- 
ism, was the subject of Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise’s sermon at the 
Free Synagogue in Carnegie Hall 
yesterday. 

“T have no interest in conversion,”’ 
said Dr. Wise, ‘‘nor do I aim to 
wean men from their households. 
Could I afford it, I would have a 
hundred thousand copies of this 
book printed and distribute. them 
not among Christians but among 
young Jews in our schools and col- 
leges.’’ : 

Dr. Wise told the story of how Pal- 
liere, as a young boy, first became 
attracted by things Jewish, the 
Hebrew language, customs and relig- 
ious ceremonies. 

‘“‘Palliere is the only convert I 
know of who was converted not by 
Jews but by Judaism,’ said Dr. 
Wise. ‘‘He became not only a Jew 
but a believer in the Jewish relig- 
ion; he embraced it not only in soul, 
but in body as well. 

*“‘Palliere does not deny or re- 
nounce Jesus. He understands, how- 
ever, that the Jew cannot conceive 
of God incarnating himself in a sin- 

gle human figure, but rather can 
ive in faith with the sole belief of 
the Messianic Hope. In a word, Pal- 
liere does not believe in transcen- 
dental miracles, but only in the mir- 
acle of mankind marching forward 
under the banner of God.”’

Some of these incidents in the his- 
tory of all past speculative crazes 
have already been reproduced this 
year; the rest will, in due course, 
follow, at a date which no prudent 
person will assign. Back of all the 
mental vagaries which they reflect, 
one fact stands out even from the 
market’s current record. A very 
great mass of people who are mak- 
ing no predictions, or who are pos- 
sibly predicting vastly higher prices, 
have actually reached the conclusion 
that this is the time to sell. The 
basis for this conclusion is quite be- 
yond dispute. When the Wall Street 
*‘pools,’’ the ‘‘floor traders’’ and the 
‘outside public’’ were between them 
buying 6,900,000 shares on Nov. 23, 
somebody sold. 6,900,000. If that 
market embodied the largest buying 
in the history of the Stock Ex- 
change, it was also a day of wholly 
unprecedented selling. It would not 


be without interest if the source of’ 


those unprecedented sales could be 
made public. Like the published in- 
come-tax returns of a few years ago, 
it might bring some surprises.

RAIL PURCHASES ARE LIGHT 


Ingot Production for November. Is 
Estimated at About 85 
Per. Cent.

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 1.—Actual bill- 
ing prices for steel in the last two 
month have been slightly below those 
of a year ago. The sheet market has 
had some advances meanwhile, but 
it has also done a great deal of slip- 
ping. 

In the case of strips nothing like 
a@ precise comparison can be made, 
tor prices have been very irregular on 
account of the old c of size ane 
gauge extras not co “dering wi 
actual costs. 

The revised card adopted in Octo- 
ber corrects that situation. Basc 
prices recently announced, 2 cents 
and. 1.90 cents,. according to width, 
have been shaded $2 a ton in actual 
trading in the last week or two, but 
even at that a substantial advance is 
represented, perhaps putting the 
average above that of a year ago, 
and making up for declines that oc- 
curred earlier this year. 

The tin plate advance of, 10 cents a 
base box, or $2 a ton, is an actua 
fact, as appl ng to deliveries after 
Dec. 31, and this puts the tin Plate 
braiioh ‘of the steel industry in sti 
better shape, as there is no Meube: 
that costs have decreased’ consider- 
ably.in the last two years. 

For several weks there have been 
rumors that prices of wire products 
would be advanced for the first quar- 
ter, but no announcement has been 
made. 

Nothing further has béen heard in 
connection with recent talk that 
semi-finished steel prices would be 
advanced a dollar a ton. By recent 
advances the asking market at least 
has been put back to the level at the 
boginning of the year, $33 for billets 
and slabs and $34 for sheet bars, 
there having been quite a break in the 
second “ uarter of this year, just after 
the whole steel industry had seemed 
to become committed to a policy of 
obtaining better prices. 

The rate of steel ingot production 
has held at about 80 per cent during 
the last fortnight, and the November 
average is estimated at 85 per cent, 
against the 91 yer cent rate reported 
for October. here is a chance of 
December showing a rate above 80 


per cent. The prospect continues that | p 


the a ingot production will be 
nearly if not quite 50,000,000 tons, 
representing 6 or 7 per cent gain 
over the record, made in 1926. 
allowances for special con- 
ditions, the general pace in steel de- 
mand continues to reflect the better 
conditions that developed at the mid- 
dle of the year. This year has had 
a larger gain in the second half than 
in the first half, and there is scarce- 
ly a single item that does not prom- 
ise that the better pace will hold for 
the opening of the new year, which 
accordingly ought to make a new 
record by a substantial margin. 
The one possible exception to the 
erage gain lies in rails. Some of 
he roads which had bought at this 
time last year have nat yet commit- 
ted temselves, and the tonnage to 
date in this annual rail buying move- 
ment is scarcely three-fourths of that 
recorded at the same date last year.

IREPORT S SMALL LOANS 
BEYOND BANKING FIELD 


Trest Company Says Only 20 Per 
Cent‘ of Borrowers Can Meet 


Requirements. 


With smell loan transsctions 
amounting to nearly $3,000,000,000 
last year, the magnitude of these 
personal requirements of individuals 
is attracting attention among finan- 
cial institutions, according to a sur- 
vey made by the New York Trust 
Company. For the most part, says 
the trust company in its report, this 
vast. volume of business is supported 
by collateral in the form of personal 
property deposited with the lender 
or by chattel mortgages accom- 
panied by a single-name paper. 

“Banks and such organizations as 
the Morris Plan system, _ however,”’ 
continues the report, ‘‘will only 
handle that portion of the demand 
which can offer acceptable endorse- 
iments. That is to say, commercial 
banks are not departing from the 
sound and cautious practice of re- 
quiring at least two endorsements 
of acceptable sponsors upon every 
note. here is reason to believe, 
however, that only about one-fifth, 
and certainly not more than one- 
fourth, of the demand for small loans 
can meet these requirements, From 
75 to 80 per cent of the gigantic 
need, which is represented in the 
$3,000,000,000 involved in small loan 
transaction. " of a sort which can- 
not satisfy 8. 

‘In the nant twenty years ‘loan 
sharks’ found ample opportunity for 
exercise of their unsocial activities. 
With banks. reluctant until recently 
to assume any portion of the service 
and with the gore 5 minded small 
loan companies restricted by lack of 
sufficient capital, the need was in 
large measure met by ‘loan sharks’ 
at unconscionable cost to the bor- 
rower.

Revival _ of Inland Waterways! 
Projects Arouses Fearof — 
Serious Competition. 


HOOVER'S VIEWS ARE CITED 


Loree Favors Deepening of State 
Barge Canal but Opposes Missis- 
sippl Improvement. 


The inland waterways, long a qui- 
escent problem, are arousing serious 
attention in the railroad field. Not 
in years has the possibility of compe- 
tition provided by canals and water- 
ways caused as much foreboding 
among transportation men, and they 
are looking with anxious eyes toward 
Washington to see what forthcoming 
legislation may offer. The prospects 
of government action in improving 
Mississippi navigation and in pro- 
viding a shipway fronr the Great 
Lakes to the Atlantic are particularly 
disquieting. 

There was once an era of canals in 
the history of American transporta- 
tion. The names of subsidiary rail- 
roads in the East, now parts of larger 
systems, frequently have the words 
‘and canal’ in their corporate title. 
the Delaware and the Hudson. Some 
one of the older railroads, was 
formed to build a waterway between 
the Delaware and the Hudson. Such 
commentators have accused the old- 
time railroad managements of putting 
the canals out of business by methods 
other than straight competition. 
However that may be, the - rocess 
of canal abandonment has proceeded 
steadily. 


Hoover’s Views on Sutnewisin. 


With the election of Herbert 
Hoover as President, the prospect 
of rejuvenation and :mprovement of 
inland waterways dDecame apparently 
a tangible possibility. In his accept- 
SnNee speech, Mr. Hoover pointed out 
that the cost of transportation is in 
effect an addition to the cost of farm 
products, and hence hinders the 
American producer in his contest 
with foreign ixterests. 

“Nature has endowed us with a 
great system of inland waterways,’’ 
continued Mr. Hoover. ‘Their mod- 
ernization will comprise a most sub- 
stantial contribution to mid-West 
farm relief and to the development 
of twenty of our interior States. 
This moderniz:tion includes not only 
the great Missicsinpi system, with its 
joining of the Great Lakes and of 
the heart of imid-West agriculture 
to the Gulf, but also a shipway from 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 
These improvements vould mean so | 
large an increment in farmers’ | 
prices as to warrant their construc- 
tion many times over.’’

Prof. Woodruff of Yale Says Experl- 
ments Upset-Old ‘Theory. «

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 2.— 
That living cells are not inevitably. 
doomed to decay was asserted today 
by Professor L. L. Woodruff, pro- 
fessor. of protozology at Yale, fol- 
lowing - experiments for twenty-one 
years, in controversion of the belief, 
that living cells degeneyate of their 
own accord’ rather than because of 
unfavorable external circumstances.

LEGISLATURE 10 ACT 
ON JERSEY LIEN LAW 


State Takes the. Initiative for 
* Building Code Revision Like 
New York’s. 


COMMISSION MEETS FRIDAY 


Organization Meeting Will Precede 
Public Hearings In Newark— 
Architects to Cooperate. 


Steps to tighten the loose parts of 
its mechanics lien law have been 
taken by New Jersey. The proposed 
changes are being made in about the 
same way as those to be enactéd-by 
New York State, according to Allen 
E. Beals.in the.current Dow Service 
Daily Building Reports. In New 
Jersey,.-however, :the initiative is 
being taken by its Legislature, which 
has appointed its own joint legisla- 
tive investigating commission. In 
New York the effort for revision was 
first instituted by .various branches 
of the building trades organized by 
a central body known as the Asso- 
ciation for the Revision of the New 
York State Lien Law. 

This commission, consisting of 
Assemblymen Harry Compton of 
Elizabeth, David M. Litwin of New- 
ark and David Pendar of Jersey 
City, Senators Emerson Richards of 
Atlantic City, Alexander Simpson of 
Jersey City and J. B. Wolper of 
Newark, and three additional mem- 
bers, Samuel Herman of Newark, 
Frank Lloyd of Hackensack and Wil- 
bur Smith of Jersey City, -will meet 
for organization next Priday, -after 
which a. series of public hearings— 
which probably will be held in the 
City all, Newark—will be an- 
nounced, at which testimony will be 
taken from which the commission 
will make its recommendations to 


the next Legislature, which con- 
venes in January. 


Study New York aia 


Meantime, copies of the present 
New York State law and the pro- 
posed amendments to it as drawn up 
by Frederick Hulse of the law firm 
of Eidlitz & Hulze for the organized 
New York State building trades 


have been forwarded to Assembly- 
man Litwin of the New Jersey com- 
mission for comparison and study, 
and to the law firm of Levy, Fenster 
& McClosky of Newark, which has 
been retained by the New Jersey Ma- 
sons’ Material Dealers’ Associations 
and New Jersey’s Lumbermen’s As- 
sociation to study the proposed New 
York State amendments and to make 
recommendations for the considera- 
tion of the Legislative investigating 
commission. 

At the same time, the Architects’ 
League of Northern New Jersey, of 
which Bernard F. Maguire of Tea- 
neck is president, plans to take suit- 
able action at its next meeting on 

ec. 12, whereby the New Jersey 

tate Legislature and its commission 
may know how deeply appreciative 
the architectural profession of the 
northern part of the State feels be- 


cause of the prompt action the Leg-' 


islature has taken to prevent North 
Jerse yg pee becoming exploited by 
the e of builders that proper 
amendment to the New York Lien 
Law would quickly drive out of that 
State. 

A. A. Alles Jr., secretary of the 
Association for the Revision of the 
New York State Lien Law, said that 
following the widespread publicity 
given to the draft of the proposed 
revision of the New York law, the 
only objection to it so far received 
was that raised by an official of a 
lending institution who had not fully 
comprehended the manner in which 
the proposed law. would operate. 


Relief Widely Sought. 
Mr. Alles said: 


“The widespread desire expressed 
in all branches of the building con- | 
struction ‘industry for early relief | 
from the wholly unnecessary risk 
that now surrounds. the selling of 
basic building materials, appliances 
and equipment is impressive. Of 
course, if the New -York State law | 
is changed, those who have not! 
already shifted the scene of their op- 
erations to New Jersey and to Con- 
necticut will flock into those States. i 
If they are permitted to operate 
there, without yee restraint, they 
will still be a disturbing factor in| 
the buying and selling of building 
materials and supplies because the: 


opening of new transportation facili- | 


ties has been quickly followed by 
many and varied interstate building 
supply alliances, so that where com- 
petition is tight ‘and credits are loose 
as between New York, New Jersey 
or Connecticut building supply com- 
panies, there can be no other out- 
come than that the commonwealth 
that fails to protect its people 
against unprincipled builders and 
unrestricted financing practices is 
automatically opening large acre- 
to early slum conditions.” 
Lucht, secretary of the Ar- 
chitects’ League of Northern New 
Jersey, said the architects of his sec- 
tion of the State are more appre- 
hensive than ever concerning the ef- 
fect upon construction in general 
that new transportation focilities, 
such as-the Hudson Bridge and Port 
Authority transportation facilities, 
will have in the next ten years or so 
upon that ent of the State. 

“That is why we are preparing to

Apartments Displace One-Family Dwellings; 
Secretary Davis Shows Trend in 257 Cities) ii: 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A strong 
drift away from the ‘one-family 
dwelling to apartment houses by a 
large part of the population in 257 
cities during 1927 is shown by Sec- 
retary Davis in the annual report of 
the Department of Labor. 

“In 1921,” the Secretary said in a 
building survey which is part of the 
report, ‘‘dwelling places were pro- 
vided in new buildings for 224,545 
families. Of this number, 58.3 per 
per cent were housed in one-family 
dwellings, compared with 24.4 per 
cent in 2 CX yee houses. The re- 
maining 17.3 were housed in two- 
family dwellings. During 1927, how- 
ever, 48.3 per cent of *he families 
domiciled in new buildings were pro- 
vided for in new apartment houses 


and only 38.3 per cent in single- 
family dwellings.”’ 

Complete returns on building oper- 
ations were received for 1927 from 
802° cities, phowian a total expendi- 
ture of $3,593,839,405, of which 
$1,961,899,529 was for residential 
buildings, $1,278,541,605 for non-res- 


ident buildings and $353,398,271 for 
structural repairs. 


According. to Census Bureau esti-

mates, these cities had a population | ; 
of 43,919,581 on July 1, 1927. Accom- 
modations were provided in™ new 
buildings for 418,878 families, or at 
the rate of 95.4 families to each 10,- 
000 of population. The per capita 
expenditure for all building opera- 
tions was $81.83. 


Referring to the 257 identical cities 


from which comparable figures were 
obtained, Secretary Davis said that 
while the expenditure for new build- 
ings of all kinds was 17.6 per cent 
lower in 1927 than in 1925, the peak 
poor of building construction, it. was 

9.5 per cent more than the 1921 ex- 
penditure. 

The outlay for residential buildings 
in these cities- was -108.8 per “cent 
more than in 1921,-:and for non-res- 
idential buildings it was 93.7 per cent 
greater. It is estimated that’ the 
population of these cities increased 
15 per cent during the period. 

In 1921, the average cost of the 
one-famly dwelling was $3.972, while 
in 1927 it was $4,830, an increase of 
21:6 per cent. The average cost per 
family unit of apartment houses rose 
in the same period from $4,019 to 


$4,170, an increase. of only 3.8 per| 


cent.

$16,279,000 IN YEAR 


Board in Report Attributes the 
Operating Deficit to Decreased 
Demand for Tonnage. 


67 VESSELS HAVE BEEN SOLD 


Comparison Is Made With New For- 
eign Construction in Request 
for More Modern Fleet. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—An oper- 
ating loss of $16,279,000 for the Mer- 
chant -Fleet. Corporation during the 
fiscal year, $350,000 more than in 
1927, was revealed by the Shipping 
Board today in its annual report to 
Congress. The United States “Lines 
lost $465,000 in operation, compared 
with a net profit of $371,000 in the 
previous year. : 

The deficit was attributed by the 
board largely to a lower demand for 
tonnage, which had run to high fig- 
ures during the British coal strike 
of the previous year, and to.a. drop 
in the volume of.cotton shipments 
consequent upon a smaller American 
crop. 

Previous operating losses were 
$19,000,000 in 1926, $30,000,000 in 1925 
and $41,000,000 in 1924. 

The deficit of the United States 
Lines was attributed primarily to reé- 
duced. cargo revenues, to laying up 
three vessels for repairs after they 
had been run uninterruptedly in 1927 
and to taking two others. off the 
Winter schedule as.undesirable types 
for use in that season of the year.

that while there were about 200. more 
voyages for these. aexvices in 1928 
than in 1926 the voyage losses dé- 
creased nearly $3,0 ,000. This im- 
provement results from:the combina- 
tion of increased revenues and de- 
creased expenses. An increase of 
1,793,000 tons of cargo and $12,558,000 
in revenue is noted between 1926 and 
1928, while several items of voyage 
expenses show gratifying decreases 
in the latter year.’’ 

During the year sixty-seven vessels, 
including four lines, were sold, of 
which sixty-five were cargo vessels, 
one refrigerator ship and one former 
enemy-owned combined passenger 
and cargo ship. These ships have 
entered the service on both the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, operating 
to the Near East, the Baltic ports, 
the Philippines, New -Zeatland,- Aus- 
tralia and Mediterranean ports. The 
sales reduced the number of ships op- 
erated by the. board at the close of 
the year to 230, as against- 273 last 
year. 


Gained in Passengers, Lost in Cargo. 


The only fast ships operated direct- 
ly by the Merchant Fleet Corporation 
for the Shipping Board are those of 
the United States Lines. Due to the 
laying up of ships of this line the 
gross revenues dropped to $16,266,000 
from $16,675,000 last year. The in- 
come from cargo was. responsible. for 
this, as the income from passenger 
service showed a gain of $308,000 and 
the number of +p increased 
from 84,556 to An improved 
service has been got possible in 
this line by ship alterations and im- 
provements, the report states:
